MOSCOW, June 25.—(BUP)—The Red army, aided 
by dive bombers and charging cavalry, was reported today 
to have smashed back a German drive from Rumania across 
the Prut river and to have inflicted heavy losses on the Nazi 
mechanized cclumns. 


Dispatches from Tiraspol said many enemy tanks had 
been destroyed when German and Rumanian forces cross- 
ed the river north of Galati (the Rumanian oil centre) and 
that repeated Nazi efforts to cross the Prut and capture 
Cernauti had failed. 


- (Fighting on the Prut river on the southern sector of 
the long Russian-German front is on the pathway to the rich 
Ukraine grain fields and the Soviet oil fields.) 


Summing up tiree days of fierce battles along the en- 
tire front, the high command said that the Germans had 
been repulsed with heavy losses in six main sectors, that 
the Red air fleet had heavily bombed targets at five Ger- 
man bases in East Prussia, Poland and Rumania.

The progress report issued by the 
provincial department of agriculture is 
highly encouraging as to the condition 
of Alberta crops.

The only safe assumption is 
that it will take the combined striking 
power of all Hitler's enemies to wreck 
his machine. Now that the entry of 
Russia into the fray has given them 4 
better chance to defend themselves, the 
democracies should double and re- 
double their blows. They cannot af- 
ford to take the risk that Stalin alone 
might not be able to do the smashing. 


Rome cheeps that it, too, is going to 
make war on Russia. How much war 
it does not intimate, perhaps not wish- 
ing to utterly paralyze Moscow with 


fear. 


Stalin must wonder now if he would 
not have done better to take the advice 
of Litvinoff and play the part of an 
honest man.
